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1.1 . (SBU)  Serbia  confirmed  its  first  fatality  due  to  H1N1 
influenza,  on  Wednesday,  October  21,  2009.  The  victim  was  a 46 
year  old  woman  from  Kraljevo,  hospitalized  in  the  central  Serbian 
city  of  Kragujevac.  According  to  the  Institute  of  Public  Health 
of  Serbia,  there  are  134  confirmed  cases  of  H1N1  influenza  in  the 
country  as  of  October  16,  2009. 
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
